expansion; 
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a face sheet for protecting the top of the panel from floor-traffic related 
damage, the face sheet having a different rate of thermal expansion than the 
underlying support/heater layers; and 

an elastic adhesive bonding the face sheet to the underlying support/heater 
layers whereby the different rates of thermal expansion may be accommodated 
during curing procedures; 

wherein the adhesive performs during elevated curing temperatures in excess 
of about 250° F.
